- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Oremland had requested clarification of Examiners statement 
recited at lines 10-17 on page 16 of the 7/28/05 Office action particularly, if Examiner had taken the position that the 
bottom of a fishpond is or is not a landscape surface. Examiner had indicated to Mr. Oremland that the bottom of a 
fishpond serves to read upon a landscape surface. Mr. Oremland then referenced a dictionary definition of landscape. 
Examiner stated that the term landscape is considered to include land covered by water. Mr. Oreland had asked for 
Examiner's "evidence" to such to which Examiner had stated that at time of interview Examiner did not have any 
definition differing from what had been submitted by Applicant in the reply of March 31, 2005. However, it is of 
Examiner's opinion that any term within the claim language is subject to interpretation and any offerings of definition 
would themselves be subject to interpretation. As such, the so-called "evidence" referencing a dictionary would be 
subject to interpreting the words and phrases used by the dictionary to describe any particular word or phrase. For 
example, the definition of landscape, as offered by Applicant, would embrace land covered by water including lakes or 
ponds or streams, etc. since such are "inland" or "distinguished from the sea". Otherwise, the question becomes "who 
or what is the definitive authority on the meaning of any given word". As such, the claim language should be written to 
include those elements or procedural steps, which Applicant deems novel over the prior art. 
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
